FIRST DAY. 


St. Luke’s Church, Billings, Montana. 


First Sunday after Trinity, June 17, A. D. 1906. 


This being the third Sunday in June, the time prescribed by Arti- 
cle II, of the Constitution of the Church of the Diocese of Montana, 
for the meeting of its Annual Convention, and this being the place 
appointed by the Bishop for said meeting, a number of the Clergy 
and Laity assembled in the church at 11 a. m., for the opening service 
of the Third Annual Convention of the Church in Montana. 

At 11 a. m., the Holy Communion was celebrated by the Right 
Reverend L. R. Brewer, S. T. D., Bishop of the Diocese, assisted by 
the Reverend S. C. Blackiston of Butte, the Epistle being read by the 
Reverend Frank B. Lewis of Bozeman. 

The Convention Sermon was preached by the Rev. F. R. Bateman 
of Helena. 

The Offertory, amounting to $55.24, was placed at Bishop Nichol’s 
disposal in aid of sufferers in the Diocese of California. 

At 8 p. m., Evening Prayer was said by the Rev. Walter Lennie- 
Smith of Livingston, the Rev. F. N. Cockcroft of Hamilton, the Rev. 
A. E. Macnamara of Helena, and the Rev. G. H. Kesselhuth of Butte. 

The Bishop delivered his Twenty-sixth Annual Address to the 
Convention of Montana. 


THE BISHOP’S TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


We meet again to consult about the interests of our common 
work. It is the first time that our annual gathering has been called 
to assemble in the Yellowstone Valley. When the last Convocation 
of the Undivided District of Montana, Utah and Idaho met in Helena 
in 1880, there was no town in the Yellowstone Valley except Miles 
City, and that wasanewtownthen. Today we have in it ten churches, 
four rectories, one parish, twelve organized and four unorganized 
missions, with seven clergymen at work serving them. And growth 
in the future ought to be greater than it has been in the past. Mon- 
tana is on the eve of large development in all new material resources. 
The coming in of a new railroad line; the building of branches by 
the old lines, the large plans for the making of irrigating ditches to 
irrigate vast areas now only fit for the pasturage of stock, will make 
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a vast difference to the State in the next ten years. New towns will 
spring up, old towns will increase their population, people will come in 
to occupy and own the prairies and bench lands when water is pro- 
vided for irrigation. This will multiply our opportunities, and largely 
increase our responsibilities. 


Our Responsibilities and Needs. 


How are we to meet them? is the question that is troubling me . 
today. We are set here to do God’s work, as far as we can, in the 
State of Montana. It is our duty to give the ministrations of the 
Church to as many people as we can reach. We ought to have five 
more men at work at this moment. With the developments that are 
sure to come, we shall need an additional five next year or the year 
after. There is no use getting them unless we can support them. 
And I .will not ask them to, come unless .1 can assure them ore 
decent living. To do this we must have more money for Diocesan 
-Missions. I wish we might take steps at this Convention to increase 
our offerings for that object. I hope we shall devote some of our 
time to consultation for its accomplishment. 


Suggestions. 


I have three suggestions to make for your consideration: 

1. I should like to have all our clergy consider themselves arch- 
deacons. I do not care for names or titles. Archdeacon in the 
American Church ought to mean a Missionary. And a Missionary 
is one who is sent, and sent to serve. That is what we are in Mon- 
tana. for. The Church in the central town must reach out to the 
Church in the rural district. The Missionary in the center should 
consider himself responsible, as far as his strength and time and op- 
portunity will permit, for carrying the ministrations of the Church to 
the little towns and scattered Church families in his neighborhood. 
We have done that largely in the past, and are doing it to a greater 
extent than ever at the present time. But I should like to give the 
principle a still larger application in the future. ye 

For instance: The Rector of St. John’s Church, Butte, has the 
work in that great mining camp organized on that plan. I am trying 
to arrange to have the Rector of the Church in Great Falls take the 
oversight of and be in a measure responsible for the work in the ' 
Missions. around that city..-1 am-hoping that the Rector on St. 
Peter’s, Helena, may do the same thing for the missions of that 
neighborhood, and that the Rector at Missoula will consider the work 
at Bonner, Plains and Thompson Falls as belonging to him. The 
Missionary at Hamilton understands that all the work in Ravalli 
County is his. The Missionary at Red Lodge considers that the whole 
of Carbon County is his field. And the Rector of the new parish at 
Billings, I am sure, will be glad to follow the Apostolic example of 
going into the next towns to do Missionary work. I thing all the clergy 
are willing to do this as far*as they have strength and timenmsdue 
what is needed is that their people should wish to have them do it, 
and be willing to give them help in work and offerings. When all, 
Bishop, Clergy, Laymen, Laywomen, Brotherhoods, Guilds, Auxil- 
iaries, are banded together for Missionary work, that work will surely 
prosper. Ne 
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2. There ought to be constant effort on the part of the Mis- 
sionary to increase the amount raised for self support in his Missions, 
and to that extent relieve the Missionary treasury. We want all the 
money we can get for new work. We are:to be helped in that way, 
the coming year, by the relinquishment of twenty-five dollars a’ month 
at Billings, anda like amount at Livingston. Are there any other Mis- 
sions that can jointhe advancing column toward self support anda 
stronger Diocese? I am sorry to say, that the people themselves 
will seldom or never, of their own motion, inaugurate or approve such 
action. It will fall upon the Missionary to urge it upon them, and 
show them its reasonableness and necessity. Whenever you want 
the help of the Bishop in this matter, send for him, and he will come 
without urging. 

3. Is it. not possible for us to raise more for Diocesan Missions 
than we are raising? There are some who will say: “Let us give 
less for General Missions, and more for Diocesan.” I should be ver; 
sorry to have that movement inaugurated. I cannot bear to think 
that there should ever be any diminishing of our offerings for the 
work of the whole Church. We have set up our standard for the 
raising of a million dollars by the Church for its General Missionary 
work, and I hope we shall never lower it or fail in our efforts for its 
accomplishment. But I do believe that we can raise more money for 
our work.in Montana. Some of the clergy seem to wish to get their 
Missionary money without the people feeling it. I have no such wish. 
I want them to know that they are giving to Missions, and to feel it 
when they do give. That is the only way to make them interested in 
Missionary work. And unless they are interested in that, they are 
not very likely to be interested in any kind of Church work. I believe 
we ought to try to get individual pledges from our people for Mis- 
sions, both Diocesan and General. There are few persons that could 
not pledge one dollar a year. There-are many who could easily give 
five, others ten, others twenty-five; and some one hundred. Once get 
the people started at giving in this way, and it will soon grow into 
a habit and a system, and then we shall have no trouble in raising 
what is needed. There will not be less given for the parish, but more. 
Under our present system, when Missionary offerings are taken, very 
few make any.special preparation or give any sum previously decided 
upon. With almost all, it is left to the impulse of the moment. And 
therefore the amount given is much less than it ought to be. 


Endowment. 


There is another thing in connection with giving that I wish to 
speak of. By and by, when you come to have another Bishop, or, if 
my life is spared many years, there shall be a necessity for two 
Bishops, you will need a larger Episcopate Fund. We are providing 
for that in some degree by continuing the assessment of fifty cents 
a communicant. But why should we not be asking, as opportunity 
offers, for special gifts to augment this fund? Not very many gave 
to it when we asked for subscriptions two years ago. And the sum 
raised was‘not very large. Some who gave will be ready to give 
again, if requested; and some who gave nothing may be ready to 
respond favorably now. At all events, I propose to continue my 
efforts for its increase. On these two things: our offerings for 
Diocesan Missions, and the accumulation of a sufficient Episcopate 
Fund, will depend in a large degree, as far as financial matters are 
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concerned, the future well being of the Diocese. That we are a 
Diocese at all, is owing largely to the steps taken twenty, years ago, 
and the plans made when we were few in numbers and had little 
strength. We must go on planning for the future, working for better 
and larger things. As we work for the whole Church, the Diocese 
will grow. As we work and plan for the Diocese, our Parishes and 
Missions will prosper. And as we try to meet our responsibility for, 
and do our duty by every interest of God’s Kingdom, we shall be 
built up in our religious life, and receive the blessings promised to 
every faithful servant of God. 


Parish Registers. 


I want to call the attention of the clergy to the importance of 
carefulness and exactness in keeping the Parish records.,. Sometimes 
important interests depend upon the record made in the Parish 
Register. [I have examined a good many of our Registers during the 
past year. In the majority of them I have found the records very 
well made. But in some of them there is evidence of laxness and 
looseness that is neither wise nor commendable. In three instances 
I was asked not to make the examination at the time, because the rec- 
ords were not written up. I now give notice that I shall be Hkely 
to call for the Parish Register whenever I visit a Parish or Mission; 
and I wish the clergy would try to have it always ready for exam- 
ination. In some of the Registers I have not found a list of Com- 
municants, and in several of them I have noticed defects in the record 
of Baptisms and Burials. The Canon on the subject reads as follows: 
“Every minister of this Church shall make out and continue, as far 
as practicable, a list of all families and adult persons within his Cure, 
to remain in the Parish for the. use of his successor.” There are 
some parts of the Registers that are published that seem useless for 
us in Montana. There is no use keeping a record of Church families 
in the Register. The constant change in our population renders that 
undesirable. "That list should be: kept in a book provided by’ the 
clergyman, which, as the Canon provides, is to be left for the use of 
his successor. In large Parishes in the East, an Index may be de- 
sirable. I do not think it can help us much here. There is no need 
that any of the space should be devoted to the recording of Offerings. 
Those should be recorded by the treasurer of the parish or mission 
in a separate ‘book. A few years ago J induced the Living Church 
Company to bind up a dozen registers for me with those parts left 
out, adding those pages to the space devoted to the records required 
by Canon. I have given those registers to the new and small mis- 
sions of the Diocese. J suggest that the Convention take some action 
about having more registers of that kind published. There would be 
no additional cost, and-we should save about one-third of the space 
that is now useless for our needs. It would mean an agreement to 
use those registers throughout the Diocese. Of course, no register 
in use now would be thrown aside, but when new ones are needed, 
we should order them of the publisher with whom we make an agree- 
ment. I think we might arrange to have “Diocese of Montana” 
printed on the. cover. 

Services. 


I am often perplexed, and sometimes annoyed, by the variety of 
services that I find in use in the Diocese. I always have to ask, on 
Sunday morning: ‘What service are you going to have today?” 
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Twenty-five years ago there was but one used The three services 
of Morning Prayer, Litany, and Ante-Communion were almost uni- 
versally used together. With the revision of the Prayer Book there 
came a change. It did not come too soon. Larger liberty was 
needed. We shall never have the old uniformity again, and I am not 
sorry. The Prayer Book was made for man, and not man for the 
Prayer Book. We must adapt it to our needs in order to make it 
serviceable. Still there must be a law, and the law must be ob- 
served, or liberty will run into undesirable license. When the rubric 
at the beginning of the Prayer Book says that the three services are 
distinct, and may be used separately or together, it-also says: “Pro- 
vided, that no one of these services be habitually disused.” I do not 
think it wise, or rubrical, to relegate the Litany to the Lenten Season 
alone. I do not believe it is best to read the Commandments at the 
early Celebration of the Holy Communion and leave them out at 
the mid-day service. I wish those old Commandments might be 
read in the ears of the people on every Sunday in the year. There is 
pressing need that they should be heard in this day and generation. I 
do not understand how anyone can put the marvelously beautiful and 
wonderfully touching service for Good Friday morning off into a 
corner, or leave it out altogether, in order that there may be held a 
Three Hours’ service, which the Church has not provided for and the 
Prayer Book knows nothing of. Hold the latter if you choose. It 
is not unlawful, and it may do good. But do not discard or neglect 
the former. I cannot see that it is wise to place the Sunday-school at 
such an hour that it will be necessary to use only one of the three 
services on Sunday morning. Better let the choir sing less elaborate 
anthems, and make the Offertory a real act of worship, instead of 
an opportunity for a sacred concert. Music is, and ought to be, a 
very important part of our worship. But I often wish that we appre- 
ciated better than we do those words of the Psalmist, which we 
sometimes sing: “Let the people praise Thee, O God. Yea, let all 
the world praise Thee.” I should be glad if the clergy: would think 
it best to use two of the three services every Sunday morning, except 
on the first Sunday of the month, when the Communion Service alone 
would be sufficient. I know that there is complaint of long services, 
but no matter how much they are shortened, there will be complaint 
still. And I think we ought to pay some heed to those who love 
the old service, as it was rendered in days gone by, and who feel 
aggrieved that the Litany is so seldom read or that the Command- 
ments are heard so infrequently. I have no disposition to make my 
taste, caprice or prejudice, a law for the Diocese. You are the in- 
terpreters of the Prayer Book as much as I. What we all want is to 
minister as well as we can to the needs of the people committed to 
our charge. Keeping that object conscientiously before our minds, 
we cannot go very far wrong. 


Necrology. 


Two Bishops of the Church have died during the year. The Right 
Reverend Thomas Frederick Davies was Bishop of the Diocese of 
Michigan for sixteen years. He was fifty-seven years old when he 
entered the Episcopate. He was a ripe scholar and a good Canonist. 
His warm heart and genial manners won for him friends wherever he 
was known, and endeared him to the clergy and people of his Diocese. 
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Poor health and increasing weakness, during the last years: of his 
Episcopate, prevented his doing his. work as he would gladly have 
done it. His name will ever be held in loving remembrance in the 
parishes where he served as Rector, and in the Diocese in which he 
presided as overseer. 

The Right Reverend Benjamin Wistar Morris died at the ad- 
vanced age “OF almost eighty-seven years. He was consecrated Mis- 
sionary Bishop of Oregon and Washington in 1868. Washington was 
set apart as a separate Missionary District in 1880, and a Bishop 
placed over it. In 1889 Oregon became a Diocese, with Bishop 
Morris for its Bishop. But it was as much missionary ground as ever. 
For almost thirty-eight years he did the hard work that belongs to 
such a field. He never spared himself, and was always planning for 
the upbuilding of the Church. He was the senior Missionary Bishop 
by consecration when his Diocese was organized, and he was the 
oldest Bishop in the American Church when he died. He was one 
of my consecrators to the Episcopate. He continued his labors up 
to the last. After talking over the prospects of his work with one of 
his clergy, and planning for his Visitations, he retired to rest for the 
night, fell asleep, and woke up in Paradise. 


Gains and Losses in the Clergy. 


We have lost one clergyman by death, and two by removal, dur- 
ing the year. The Reverend Douglas Sutton passed from earth ‘to 
Paradise during the sessions of our last Convention. He had beén 
with us for fur years; and in suffering and much physical weakness, 
had done faithful work in the missions at Livingston, Big Timber and 
Chestnut. Our estimate of his life and character was expressed in 
resolutions adopted last year and printed in the Journal. A number 
of the clergy shared in the last services, and I had the sad duty and 
privilege of committing his body to its resting place in the cemetery 
at Livingston. At the end of October the Reverend W. W. Love 
resigned the Rectorship of St. Peter’s, Helena. He was in Montana 
for a little more than eleven years. He accomplished the important 
work of freeing the parish from debt, accumulating a Building Fund 
for a new church, getting a pipe organ, and was always an interested 
and efficient co-worker in all that pertained to the work of the Church 
in Montana. 

The Reverend J. B. Gibble gave up the charge of St. Paul’s Mis- 
sion, Butte, with the end of last year. He was with us a little more 
than four years. His efficiency in organizing and building up the 
work of St. Paul’s Mission, and as Business Manager of the Montana 
Churchman, made him.a valuable member of our working force, and 
his departure from the Diocese was regretted by all. 

We have received six additions to our clergy. On the first of 
July, the Reverend A. E. Macnamara took charge of the missions 
around Helena; and on the same date the Reverend F. N. Cockcroft 
took up his work in Ravalli County. On the first of November, the 
Reverend Walter Lennie-Smith took charge of the work at Livingston 
and Chestnut. On the first of January the two vacant missions in 
Butte were filled by the coming of the Reverend G. R. Messias to St. 
Paul’s, and the Reverend G. H. Kesselhuth to St. Andrew’s. On the 
first of February the Rectorship of St. Peter’s, Helena, was filled 
by. the advent. of the, Reverend F.* RR.) Bateman.” “Fhism awe 
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have gained six and lost three. We have more clergy than at any 
other time in our history, and still there is pressing need of more. 
Three vacancies ought to be filled at once, and two or three other 
fields call loudly for division and additional workmen. | 


The Work of the Year. 


The improvements and developments of the year have been quite 
important. We have built three churches and two rectories. At Gar- 
diner the church is of stone, and is a most creditable one for the 
place. It cost nearly two thousand dollars, and is paid for. The 
ground was given by the manager of the Yellowstone Park Trans- 
portation Company. It is understood that other services than our 
own can be held in it, as it is the only church in the town. I am quite 
willing that churches should be used in that way. It prevents the 
evertaxing of the community. by the building of too many churches, 
and I believe will prove to be a step toward the promotion of Church 
unity. This church in which we ae assembled is the result of the 
efforts of the past year. The Church in Billings has taken a long 
step in advance. The old building sold, a new church erected, a 
parish organized, and self-support assured, makes a good record for 
the year. There will be a debt of about six thousand dollars. But 
it is wise to create debts when they mean progress. I am sure that 
the enterprise, energy and increasing strength of the new parish will 
ensure the speedy extinction of the debt. The building of the log 
church at Rosebud was a wonder to me. It was spoken of at my 
visit last year. but I did not think it was possible to do it. It was 
accomplished largely by the personal work and interested efforts of 
three persons. It is not yet finished or quite paid for. But the same 
generosity and perseverance that have done so much will carry the 
project to completion. A beautiful new rectory built of stone, and 
corresponding to the church, has been erected in Sheridan. It has 
cost more than was expected, and I am sorry to say there is a debt 
of fifteen hundred dollars. But the Missionary has promised to stay 
and see it paid off, and I believe he has the ability and perseverance 
to accomplish that end. In Lewistown a very commodious and 
durable rectory has been built, which was greatly needed for the 
‘good of the Mission and the comfort of the Rector’s family. It cost 
about three thousand dollars, and the money was borrowed with 
which to build it. But the old rectory is still retained, and rents for 
enough to pay the interest on the debt. In that way the efforts of 
the Church workers. can be devoted to its payment. In Great Falls 
and Pony, plans are being made to build new churches during the 
coming year. They are needed at both places. In Pony they have 
money enough subscribed to build the church. In Great Falls they 
have ten to fifteen thousand dollars on hand and pledged, and at 
present it is a question of how much larger outlay they will venture 
upon. The problem before the parish is not an easy one to solve, but 
there is a determination on the part of the people to have it solved, 
and I am expecting to see a successful issue to their efforts. Debts 
have been extinguished at Hamilton, Missoula, Fort Benton and St. 
Andrew’s, Butte; and reduced at Glendive, Townsend, Bozeman and 
St. Paul’s, Butte. They are building a new rectory at Anaconda, and 
have four hundred dollars on hand for the erection of one in Big 
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Timber. Improvements have been made in Church property by St. 
John’s, Butte, at Red Lodge and Livingston. We have increased our 
indebtedness, but we have a good deal to show for it in new churches 
and rectories. I think it all means progress and increased. life. 

The Montana Churchman has had a successful year under the 
new editor, and with a new business manager since December. We > 
owe to both editor and business manager thanks and gratitude. They 
serve without compensation, and no one who has not tried it knows 
how much work and trouble each position entails. There is apt to be 
more of criticism and fault-finding than thanks for work done. I 
wish all the clergy would help to make tthe paper interesting by - 
writing letters three or four times a year about their work. I also. 
ask that they do what they can to get new subscribers for the paper, 
in order to make it as far as possible self-supporting. 

The Woman’s Parochial Missionary Society will, I am sure, have 
a good report to make. The parochial will, I think, be better and 
larger than ever. And I presume the missionary portion will make 
a good showing. If I should ask them to double their pledge for 
Diocesan Missions this year, I hope they will neither complain nor 
refuse. Their former President wanted I should make this request 
during the last years of her life. I thought the time had not come 
for it then. But today, when we are facing greater needs and larger 
demands, I wish it might be done. If it can be decided upon in some 
meeting on Monday, it will help the clergy in making their pledges 
for our Diocesan work. 


General Summary. 


The record for the year is a good one. The number of Baptisms 
is about the same as last year. The Confirmations are more, and 
there is an increase in the number of Communicants reported. The 
building of three churches and two rectories makes an important ad- 
vance in our work. We have added $1,760 to our Permanent Episco- 
pate Fund,—$1,360 from assessments, and $400 from subscriptions. 
The Treasurer has received for Diocesan Missions something over 
$2,100, which is more than we have ever given before, and several 
hundred dollars more than was pledged at the last Convention. Of 
this sum $58.30 came from the Advent offering of three Sunday- 
schools. One way to increase our offerings for this purpose would 
be for all the clergy to obey a resolution of Convocation adopted 
several years ago, to devote the Sunday-school offerings during Ad- 
vent to Diocesan Missions. According to the report of the Treasurer, 
only three of the clergy did this. Besides this, $715 was received from 
the income of the Permanent Missionary Endowment. I have no 
doubt that we have met our full Apportionment for General Missions. 
Probably we have exceeded it by one or two hundred dollars. I sent 
to New York for a report of offerings received up to the first of June, 
and found that less than half of the apportioned sum had been re- 
ceived. In several cases there has been neglect in sending the offer- 
ings to New York. In a few places a large part of the money given 
for this purpose was raised at the end of the Conventional year. 
In one or two instances the money has been sent to the wrong 
treasurer. But in the end all will be made straight, and all that was 
asked for be given and reach its destination. I feel a very deep in- 
terest in this matter and have the strongest desire that we should 
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continue the present plan of offerings for this purpose. There was 
apportioned to Montana by the Board of Missions, $1,700. We ap- 
portioned ourselves $2,840, using our Auxiliary and Lenten Sunday- 
school offerings to make up this sum This was on the basis of a 
million of dollars for the whole Church. I am earnestly hoping that 
the Missionary Board will adopt our plan after a time. I believe it 
is the true plan. For it unifies the whole work, and by adopting it 
we shall soon get the million needed. I am most thankful to the 
clergy and laity, who have worked faithfully and unitedly together to 
make this annual report what it is. 1 cannot be grateful enough for 
such faithful and devoted fellow workmen. If God spares our lives 
to work many years longer we shall see the Diocese of Montana 
endowed, strengthened and enlarged to be all that we have planned 
and hoped for in the years that are gone. 

I have given all my time to the work of the Diocese during the 
past year, except a week spent in attendance upon the Conference of 
the Sixth Missionary District, held in Denver last Octoger. I gave 
the months of December and January to the work of St. Peter’s 
Parish, Helena, during the vacancy in the Rectorship. I have held 
five Missions during the year,—in Madison Valley, Gardiner, Red 
Lodge, Dillon and Anaconda. The results seem to be encouraging 
enough to justify me in resolving to continue such work in the years 
to come, if my life is spared, and as far as my strength will allow. 
I have yisited all the Diocese, and reached some places that I have 
never visited before. I have delivered 219 sermons and addresses, 
baptized 10 adults and 31 children, confirmed 276 persons, and cele- 
brated the Holy Communion 48 times. I have officiated at three 
funerals, and solemnized two marriages. On the third day of Oc- 
tober I consecrated St. Paul’s Church, Fort Benton, the Reverend 
S. C. Blackiston preaching the sermon. On Whitsunday I conse- 
crated Christ Church, Kalispell. I have received notice of the deposi- 
tion of sixteen clergymen from the ministry of the Church, and of the 
restoration of one to the ministry. I have given Dimissory Letters 
for the Reverend William Winn Love ‘to the Diocese of Iowa, and 
the Reverend John Benners Gibble to the Diocese of North Corolina. 
I have received and accepted Dimissory Letters for the Reverend 
Alfred Edward Macnamara from the Misssionary District of Spokane, 
the Reverend Frank Nuttall Cockcroft from the Diocese of Michigan, 
the Reverend Walter Lennie-Smith from the Diocese of Lexington, 
the Reverend Gerald Reece Messias from the Diocese of Kansas 
City, the Reverend Francis Richard Bateman from the Diocese of 
Central Pennsylvania, and the Reverend George Henry Kesselhuth 
from the Diocese of Milwaukee. I have given my canonical consent 
to the consecration of the Reverend Charles David Williams as 
Bishop of Michigan, the Reverend Edward Melville Parker as Bishop 
Coadjutor of New Hampshire, the Reverend John Newton McCor- 
mick as Bishop Coadjutor of Western Michigan, and the Reverend 
William Walter Webb as Bishop Coadjutor for the Diocese of South- 
ern Virginia, and to the organization of a parish in Billings, Mon- 
tana. 

A Retrospect. 
Time seems to rush on with swifter pace as the years of our life 


increase. If I live two weeks longer I shall reach the fortieth anni- 
versary of my ordination as a-Deacon. Bishop Horatio Potter, who 
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made me Deacon, died nearly twenty years ago; and Bishop Coxe, 
who advanced me to the Priesthood, went to his rest in 1896. Only 
one of the five Bishops who shared in my consecration to the Episco- 
~ pate remains on earth; and he is the Presiding Bishop of the Church. 
Almost all my early intimate friends among the clergy have passed 
into the other life. It is a solemn retrospect, yet it ought not to be 
a sad one. Those who have gone out from us have entered upon 
their reward. It is a song of victory that we sing for them. We 
are here in the thick of the battle, and in the grand stress of earthly 
effort. We live in a wonderful age. We have seen wonderful things 
come to pass. I believe more wonderful things still will be seen in 
the future. It is ours to prepare for their coming. It is ours to 
work while the day lasts. It is ours to be faithful unto death.

MONTANA. 


To the President and Members of the Convention of the Diocese of 

Montana: 

The Trustees of the Diocese of Montana beg leave to report that 
during the year they have received for interest on investments the 
sum of $723.00, of which amount there has been paid over to the 
Treasurer of the Board of Missions the sum of $715.00, as will appear 
from his Receipts attached, and the balance, with the exception of 
$4.10, has been expended for the recording of deeds. All of the in- 
terest on the investments, excepting a coupon of $76.00, has been 
collected during the year, and this coupon has not been collected for 
the reason that the loan has matured and the mortgagor is arrange 
to take up both principal and interest. 

The Trustees have sold lots 1, 2, 3, 18, 19 and 20, in Block 23 of 
the Town of Stevensville, for the sum of $350 Cian, which amount has 
been added to the permanent Endowment Fund, which said Fund now 
aggregates $13,949.00.

The balance of $750.00 is deposited with the Savings 
Bank, bearing interest at the rate of four per cent per annum, await- 
ing a more permanent investment. 

The Trustees have received deeds for lots 9 and 10, in Block 9, 
Town of Gardiner, and lots 3, 4 and 5, in Block 3, in the Town of 
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Glendive; Lots 18, 19 and 20, Block 26, Southside Addition to Hamil- 
ton, which deeds have been duly recorded and are on file with the 
Secretary, The, Trustees have authorized a deed’ to be: executed as 
Mr. J. M: V: Cochran for lots 13 to 15, Block 139, Billings, in consum- 
mation of the sale of those lots by the Committee of St. Luke’s Mis- 
sion, the proceeds of which were turned over to the Committee to be 
used in payment of other property purchased. 

The Bishop has turned over to the Trustees the amount hereto- 
fore raised for building a church at Castle, amounting to $625.00, and 
also the amount heretofore raised to be weed for building a church at 
Neihart, amounting to $2,321.80, which said amounts are accounted 
for by the Treasurer, whose Report is hereto attached. 

The Trustees have also to report that the term of E. C. Day will 
expire on the first day of July next, and the office of the Reverend W. 
W. Love has become vacant by removal from the Drocese. 

Attached hereto is the Financial Report of the Secretary and 
Treasurer.

On the 17th of December last, by mutual understanding with the 
Right Reverend Bishop Brewer and the Reverend J. B. Gibble, I as- 
sumed the business management of the Montana Churchman, and 
now beg to submit the Report for the financial year ending June 15th, 
Tgo6. 

Accompanying this Report is a Statement of the Receipts and 
Disbursements for that period, showing a balance to the credit of 
$23.60. 

The total number of Subscribers at the present time is 776, made 
up as follows:

Seventy copies are sent to the various Exchanges, and forty copies 
are sent complimentary to various persons, making the total issue 
per month 886 copies. During the last six months, seventeen sub- 
scribers have been dropped from the list at their request. 

Of the present list there are in arrears 115 subscribers, for a 
period varying from two to three years, and, as repeated applications 
have been made to those parties by Mr. Gibble without any acknowl- 
edgement, I would: suggest that their names be removed from the 
list. This would leave 659 paying subscribers, amounting to $329.50, 
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against the estimated expense for the next twelve months of $420.00, 
or $35.00 per month, including postage. 

For some time past we have been paying $38.00 per month for 
1,400 copies of the paper, including folding, wrapping and mailing, 
500 or 600 of which were distributed as sample copies. I have been 
unable.in the six months I have been associated with the paper to 
see the results from these sample copies, and since February I have 
reduced the issue to I,100 copies, for which we pay $32.00 per month, 
thus saving $72.00 per year. 

I have received considerable help from three of four of the Clergy 
in collecting subscriptions and in getting new subscribers, and I take 
this opportunity of extending to them my thanks for their valued 
assistance, but if the paper is to meet expenses it will be readily seen 
that more subscribers must be forthcoming, or the next twelve months 
will show a deficit of from $50.00 to $90.00.

“Resolved, That we, the Members of this Convention, place upon 
record our expression ’of our high appreciation of the Discourse de- 
livered by the Rev. F. R. Bateman, Rector of St. Peter’s, Helena, and 
that we mark with special favor those parts of that Discourse which 
dealt with a clear and definite profession of the Faith of the Church.” 

The Rev. S. C. Blackiston presented a Report from the Com- 
mittee on Constitution and Canons, which led to discussion. 

On motion of the Rev. Charles Quinney, it was ordered that the 
Convention take a recess until the Missionary Meeting at 8 p. m., and 
after the Missionary Meeting stand adjourned until the close of 
Morning Prayer tomorrow at 9:30 a. m. 

At 8 p. m., a short Missionary Service was held by the Rev. E. R. 
Dodds. 

Missionary Addresses were made by the Rev. F. J. Mynard of 
Great Falls, the Rev. C. E. Tuke of Sheridan, and the Rev. G, R. 
Messias of Butte, the Bishop closing with suitable Collects and giving 
the Blessing. 

The Convention adjourned until the close of Morning Prayer at 
9:30 o’clock tomorrow morning.

Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. J. F. Pritchard, the Rev: 
John Evans and the Rev. Charles Quinney, the Bishop giving the 
Blessing. 

At the close of Morning Prayer, the Convention was called to 
order by the President. 

~The Minutes of the Proceedings of the First and Second Days’ 
Sessions were read and approved. 

The Bishop appointed as Delegates to the Missionary Conference 
of the Sixth District, to be held in Minneapolis October 18, the Revs.

Harlow, Henry Nicholson, T. J. Bouton. 

The Rev. Frank B. Lewis presented the following Resolution, 
which was adopted by a rising vote: 

“Resolved, That we regret the absence of the Rev. Herbert G. 
Wakefield from this Convention, and miss his helpful presence and 
wise counsel. We know that, in the sad bereavement which has be- 
fallen him and his family, the hope that comes from the knowledge of 
the Resurrection of our Lord Jesus Christ will mitigate the present 
sorrow and will largely assuage the pain. Our hearts are filled with 
sorrow for our dear Brother in his affliction, and we extend to him 
our loving sympathy.” 

The Convention then proceeded to consider the Report of the 
Special Committee on Constitution and Canons. 

Canon II was, on motion of the Rev. J. W. Fogarty, referred back 
to the Committee.

Lewis; this, was 
changed by omitting, “or near any city or town of,” and making it read 
“residing in this Diocese.” 

Canon V. Sec. 1 was amended by omitting “all,’ and making it 
read “by the persons.” 

Canon. V. Sec. 2 was amended by omitting “ministering in the 
city or. town,” and inserting “in charge.” 

Canon Ve; See..4,:Art, Lik, Sec. a. “he dollowme Reso was. 
lost: 

“Resolved, That the Bishop be and is hereby sequen ml to rec- 
ommend a work dealing with the duties of Vestries for the considera- 
tion of the Clergy, Vestries and Vestry Committees of the Diocese. 
Such: work.'to be mentroned in Canon. V, Sec: 4; Art. 111, Seq gon 
the Canons.”  (8—16.) 

Canon V, Sec. 4, Art. III, Sec. 3. ‘An amendment to make it 
read: ‘The Wardens: shall be designated as Rector’s Warden and 
People’s Warden, respectively,” was lost. 
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Canon V, Sec. 4, Art. III, Sec. 3. A motion to amend by reading 
as follows: insert after word “respectively’—‘“the Senior Warden 
to be appointed by the Rector and the Junior Warden to be elected 
by the Vestry, each being one of their number,’ was lost. (10—13.) 

Canon V, Sec. 4, Art. III, Sec. 5. A motion to amend by adding 
after “absent,” in the last line, “there shall. be no meeting,’ and omit 
the words “the meeting, etc.,” was lost. . 

On motion of the Rev. S. C. Blackiston, it was ordered that the 
Convention take a recess until 2 p. m., after reading of Noonday 
Prayers. 

The Convention proceeded to join in Prayer for Missions, con- 
ductd by the Rev. E. N. English. 


THIRD DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At 2:10 p. m., the President called the Convention to order. 

Ganon’ ‘V, Sec..4, Art. IV; Sec: 1. An Amendment: offered. by the 
Committee on Canons, omitting the word “males,” was, on the motion 
of the Rev. F. B. Lewis, laid upon the table. F 

In the same Section the words “or Confirmation” were stricken 
out. 

Canon V, Sec..4, Art. VI, Sec. 1; was. ordered to read: “Regular 
meeting of the Vestry shall be held at least once in three months.” 

Canon VI. A new Section 2 was added, to read: “A Mission 
organized within an existing Parish shall be called a Parochial Mis- 
sion.” 

Canon VI, Secii2 and Sec 3 to be numbered ‘Secs. 3 and 4 re- 
spectively. 

Ganon Vi." Sécw-4 was ordered:-to «read, ."‘as . an Organized:.or 
Parochial Mission,’ and adding to the end of the Section, “or in the 
case of the Parochial Mission, by the Authority in charge thereof.” 

Canon VII. Sec. 2 was amended to read, on the first day of 
June, or as soon as possible thereafter.” 

Canon VII. Sec. 3 was amended by omitting the words, “having 
been Confirmed, or being ready and desirous to be Confirmed.” 

Canon VIII. Sec. 2 was ordered to read: ‘A meeting shall be 
held for the organization of the Board,” etc., and to omit “and one 
towards the close of the year.” 

Canon IX. Section 2 was amended to read: “It shall be their 
duty to levy upon each Parish and Mission,” ete. 

Canon XVII, Sec 4. On motion of the Rev. S. C. Blackiston, a 
new Section was added, to read: “The Standing Committee shall 
have power to engage a Public Auditor at their discretion to assist 
them in the performance of their duties.” 

On motion of the Rev. F. B. Lewis, the: Canons as amended 
were adopted by the following vote: Clergy, 20; Parishes and Mis- 
sions, 4. 

On motion of the Rev. G. R. Messias, a Resolution of Thanks to 
the Committee on Constitution and Canons was adopted and the 
Committee discharged. . 
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The following Resolution, offered by the Rev. G. R. Messias, 
was carried: 

“Resolved, That the Bishop be, and he is hereby requested to 
appoint at this Convention, a Committee on Canons, who shall con- 
sider and report at the next Convention on all Amendments or Pro- 
posed new Canons.” Carried. 

As such Committee, the Bishop appointed the Revs. F. B. Lewis, 
W. Lennie-Smith; Messrs. E. C. Day and O. Hight. 

The Rev. G. R. Messias offered the following Resolution, which 
was carried: 

“Resolved, That the Committee on Canons be requested to provide 
a Section to follow Section 1 of Art. II], of Canon V, setting forth 
the duties and responsibilities of the Wardens and Vestrymen of the 
Parish or Mission.” 

The Secretary read the Schedule of Assessments for the Con- 
ventional year 1906-1907, as required by Canon IX.

In 
two or three places Local Committees have been appointed. 

The Committee would respectfully urge every Clergyman to 
_ call the attention of their congregations to this object in a sermon, or 
in some other way, during the coming year, and, if possible, appoint 
a Committee to obtain Subscriptions for this purpose before the as- 
sembling of next General Convention.

Billings, Montana, June 20, 1906. 


The Third Annual Meeting of the Woman’s Parochial and Mis- 
sionary Society of the Diocese of Montana was held in St. Luke’s 
Church, Billings, June 20th, 1906, opening at 9:30 a. m. 

The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, assisted by 
the Rev. H. E. Clowes. 

After the Service, the business meeting was called to order by 
the Vice-President, Mrs. J. L. Patterson. 

The Secretary called the Roll, and found the following number 
of Representatives present: Anaconda, 2; Billings, 3; Big Timber, 3; 
Bozeman, 4; St. John’s, Butte, 4; Great Falls, 1; Helena, 2; Livingston, 
1; Marysville, 1; Miles City, 2; Missoula, 1; Philipsburg, 1; Red 
Lodge,.2; Joliet, 1; Townsend, 2. Total, 30. 

A motion was made and carried that all women present belonging 
to the Woman’s Parochial and Missionary Society of Montana, and to 
Organizations affliated therewith, be given all privileges of this meet- 
ing. 

The Report of the Secretary was read and approved. 

The Report of the Secretary of the Junior Auxiliary was read and 
‘approved. 

Mrs. Dodds of Anaconda, read a short account of the work of the 
Junior Auxiliary being carried on in St. Mark’s, Anaconda. 

A short discussion of Junior work followed participated in by 
Mrs. Wipf of Philipsburg, the Rev. Mr. Messias of Butte, and Mrs. 
Stillman of Big Timber. 

Noonday Prayers were said by the Rev. S. D. Hooker. 

The Treasurer reported the morning Offerings to have amounted 
to $33.10, and the Chairman explained that a vote on its disposition 
would be taken later. ; 

After a few remarks by the Treasurer, pressing home the import- 
ance of sending the Auxiliary pledges through the Auxiliary Treasury, 
a recess was taken untl 2 p., m. 
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At 2 p. m., the meeting was called to order by the Vice-President. 

Hymn 249 was sung. 

A short Report of the work of the Daughters of the King was 
made by Miss Peters of Butte, and supplemented by Miss Baldwin 
of the same city. 

A desire being expressed for further discussion: of the Junior 
Auxiliary work, the Secretary, Miss Baldwin, gave a short talk on 
that suwoject, and it was then thrown open for general discussion. 

The Treasurer’s Report was then read and approved. 

Miss Rumsey then gave a short Report of work among Chinese 
in Helena. 

The President’s Address was read by the Vice-President. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. : 


Ever since the great catastrophe at San Francisco, the world has 
been full of admiration for the bravery and heroism of its people— 
who, while watching the destruction of their homes and places of 
business, were planning how to rebuild them finer and more sub- 
stantial than before. 

Such enthusiasm and vigor is wonderful, but the true test of 
their strength of character will come when, as the days and months, 
and even years, go by, they patiently, brick by brick, and dollar by 
dollar, build up their homes and fortunes again. So we. have our 
enthusiasms for extending the life of our Church at home and 
abroad. We see what improvements we could make in our Parish 
and Missionary work, and delight our souls in glorious visions of 
great results; but it takes much less time to build a house than to 
teach a person to be “true and just in their dealings,” or “to bear no 
malice nor hatred in their hearts,’—and I don’t know but what it is 
harder still to inspire them with the Missionary ardor. 

We are such weak human beings compared to what is to be done, 
we sometimes wonder why God chose us to be His instruments to 
carry the Gospel to all Nations. But He did choose us, and we can 
do it, with His help, and the way to accomplish it is—after realizing 
our dependence on Him—to patiently look after each detail; take 
one step after another, and, not looking for results, keep our eyes 
fixed on the beautiful vision of what we hope may be accomplished 
at the end—if not by ourselves, at least by those who shall» have 
worked on our foundations and found them well laid. 

And so today we must go over again the various matters that 
call for our attention. First will come our Parish or Mission. There 
is always a chance for renewed efforts there, and more patience. 

It:is an immense comfort to a Rector if he has two or three 
women who always look on the bright side of Parish affairs, and by 
their influence make an atmosphere of kindness and cheerfulness in 
the: Guilds and other Parish organizations.. We can all do thisvit 
we set our minds to it, whether we are rich or poor, and have much 
strength or mot. 

Outside the Parish are the same objects as of old; first the Hen- 
rietta Brewer Memorial Building at St. Peter’s Hospital, Helena. 
We thope it will not be long now before enough money is raised 
to begin this building; and then we shall be called upon to redeem 
our pledges to help toward the furnishing. At our Annual Meeting 
in 1903, at Butte, the following Resolution was. passed: 
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“Resolved, That the women of the Missionary Jurisdiction of 
Montana, working under the Woman’s Auxiliary or Local Guilds, pro- 
pose that when they have sufficient strength and ability, they furnish 
and maintain, either separately or with two or more Guilds working 
together, rooms in the Henrietta Brewer Memorial Hospital at 
Helena.” ee 

The idea then was that we should put aside a small sum each 
year for this purpose, and so have it ready when the time for furnish- 
ing came. It was estimated that it would cost $150 to furnish a room. 
It has also been the custom in Helena, since the death of Mrs. Brewer, 
to give, on the anniversary of that event, a gift of towels, sheets, 
pillow cases and other hospital furnishings to St. Peter’s, in memory 
of her beautiful hfe, and of the great good she accomplished in 
founding that Hospital. I wish that all the women in Montana would 
follow the example of the Helena women. 


The Alaska Box is getting to be well known in the Diocese, but:a 
ereat deal more could be done. Last year, out of thirty Parishes and 
Missions whose women’s Organizations gave to Missions, only ten 
sent anything to the Alaska Box. I am afraid you do not understand 
that even one garment is acceptable; one pair of woolen stockings, 
one pair of warm mittens, one doll to cheer the heart of some little 
girl, who has the mother instinct and loves her dollie as strongly as 
our own little ones. I hope that every delegate present at this meet- 
ing will see that at least one thing is sent from her Parish this coming 
year. Mrs. Moore will tell you what articles are most needed. 

As to the Fund for the Bishop’s Missionary, twenty places gave 
towards that object last year, though twenty-four pledged something. 
It may be that some money given for Diocesan Missions was meant 
for the Bishop’s Missionary, but we all ought to give it; it should 
come next to our Parish work. 

The Mission Study Classes are to my mind most important in 
arousing an interest in Missions. I think seven or eight have been 
carried on in the Diocese this year, and I hope another year will see 
as many more. I will gladly correspond with anyone on this subject 
and help them to start a Class in their Parish. If you cannot. find 
even one person willing to study about Missions, why not study by 
yourself? There are a great many interesting books on Missions, 
and many study leaflets, and I am sure that when you once know 
something about the subject, you will find it most interesting. 

Eleven places gave towards General or Domestic Missions last 
year. General Missions includes Foreign Missions and Missions in 
the United States. We have a great deal of work among the Negroes 
and the Indians, as well as in our Home Missionary Jurisdictions; 
and this, as well as the work in foreign countries, is supported by 
our contributions. All our Foreign Missions are most prosperous, 
and there is a great demand among the natives for more churches 
and schools and hospitals. In China and Japan they do a great deal 
towards self-help, but they do not yet realize the blessedness of 
giving, nor are they as well off as Christian nations, and we shall 
have to send them both money and workers for some time to come 

This is the year when we must keep the United Offering most 
closely in mind. In October, 1907, it is to be presented at the Tri- 
ennial Service of the Woman’s Auxiliary, in Richmond, Virginia. It is 
the custom to give this Offering at the Service for administering the 
Holy Communion, with which the Triennial Meeting begins. This

is a Service of Thanksgiving for all the blessings God has bestowed 
upon us, especially for the great blessing of having been born and 
brought up in a Christian land—a blessing which we cannot realize 
unless we know about the degradation and misery of. heathen 
women. A part of this Offering comes from the native Christian 
women in Foreign Missions, and is much larger in proportion to their 
number than what we give. They realize what the blessings of 
Christianity are, and are thankful to help carry it to others, while 
many of us who appreciate our Christian privileges do not seem to 
care to ‘share them with others. 

In order that you may understand fully about the United Offer- 
ing, I have. provided otir Secretary, Mrs. Mynard, with some. leaflets 
on'the subject. There are two of them, “The Story of the United 
Offering,’ and “Some of Our United Offering Missionaries and Their 
Work,” and I wish every Delegate present would ask Mrs. Mynard 
for these two leaflets, and then read them to her Guild at home and 
ask them to give something this year to the United Offering. 

Have I asked you to do too much? I think not; other women 
in the United States do this much and more; and, after eighteen years’ 
acquaintance with the women of Montana, I do not find that they 
have any less ability or any less kindness of heart than any others. 
It is because you do not know; you will not realize how much your 
help is needed and how great your powers are. Why should we 
narrow our thoughts and efforts down to our own Parish, and some- 
times to our own selves? When we do, the little troubles and trials 
in our lives assume great proportions and we are overwhelmed by 
them. Let us take a broader outlook, and wherever there is sin and 
sorrow, and degradation and pain, let us do what we can to remedy 
it. Why does the world grow better every year? Because. so many 
men and women have done all they could to make it better. If-no one 
had ever tried, how would we be living? In heathenism and savagery, 
with no hope of future life and nothing but pain and misery in this. 

We have done well in the past, we women of Montana, but not 
nearly as much as we might have done, so this year let us take a long 
step forward, and, fixing our eyes on the glorious vision of the whole 
world ready and waiting for the coming of our Lord and Saviour, do 
each duty faithfully, whether it be in our own land or in those crowded 
countries so far across the seas. 


A letter from Miss Julia C. Emery, Secretary of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, was read by Mrs. Dennison of Billings. 

After a solo sung by Mrs. Bennett of Billings, Mrs. Mynard of 
Great Falls read a paper on “The Auxiliary and the Responsibility 
of Church Women to It.” 

Mrs. Booker read a short account of Auxiliary work in Helena, 
after which the following Resolution, offered by Mrs. Moore of Butte, 
was adopted: 

“Be It Resolved, By the Woman’s Parochial and Missionary So- 
ciety, that each Guild and Organization in connection with the So- 
ciety be, and is hereby asked to make a contribution annually of 
hospital supplies to St. Peter’s Hospital, on the 17th of March, in 
memory of Mrs. Brewer.” 

Mrs. Moore of Butte reported on:the Alaska Box, and was fol- 
lowed by a paper on Alaska Missions, by Mrs. Conrad of Bozeman. 

Mrs. Booker moved that the Alaska work be continued. | Carried. 
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The following pledges were then made to the Bishop’s Missionary: 
Anaconda, $20; Billings, $35; Bozeman, $35; St. John’s, Butte, $200; 
“Cameron, $5; Dillon, $30; Great Falls, $75; Helena, $200; Joliet, $10; 
Livingston, $20; Madison Valley, $10; Missoula, $20; Miles City, $10; 
Philipsburg, $15; Pony, $5; Red Lodge, $30; Sheridan, $5; Virginia 
City, $15; Kalispell, $15; Fridley, $5; Gardiner, $5; St. Paul’s, Butte, 
$10; Big Timber, $10.. Total, $770. 

Mrs. Moore read a short paper, prepared by Miss Paxton of 
Dillon, on the “History of the Diocese of California,’ after which it 
was moved and carried that a number of articles which had been left 
from packing the Alaska Box, be sent to Bishop Nichols for use in 
his work. 

It was moved and seconded that the morning’s Offering be di- 
vided between the Contingent Fund and the Bishop’s Missionary. 
Carried. 

The following women were elected as Delegates to the meeting 
“of the Auxiliary to be held in connection with the Conference of the 
Sixth Missionary District in Minneapolis, October next: Mrs. Pat- 
terson, Bozeman; Mrs. Mynard, Great Falls; Mrs. Nicholson, Big 
Timber; Mrs. Cobban, Buttle; Mrs. Hoyt, Billings. 

The following Resolution, offered by Mrs. Lewis, was, on motion, 
adopted: 

“Resolved, That we, the members of the Ladies’ Parochial and 
Missionary Society, very much regret the absence of our President, 
Mrs. S. D. Hooker of Dillon, on account of her long-continued ill- 
health. And we hope and pray that the next year may find her in 
her place in our midst completely restored to health again.” 

The following Resolution, presented by Mrs. Williams, was, on 
motion, adopted: i 

“Resolved, That the Woman’s’ Parochial and Missionary Society, 
assembled in Convention at Billings, desire to express their deep sym- 
pathy to the Rev. H. G. Wakefield and family in their sad hour of 
affliction, and to commend themto our Heavenly Father for com- 
fort and reconciliation.” 

The following Resolution, presented by Mrs. Mynard, was, on 
‘motion, adopted: 4 

“Resolved, That the Montana Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
assembled in Annual Meeting, extend to our sister branch in the Dio- 
cese of California, our sincere sympathy with them in their deep af- 
fliction which they have suffered, and which means so much ‘of loss in 
that which has been gained by years of faithfulness and zeal. We 
pray for them grace to endure, and courage and strength to continue 
that work they have ever done so well.” 

It was moved and seconded that Convention be asked to print 
500 copies of the Proceedings of Woman’s Day. Carried. 

~The following Resolution, presented by Mrs. Booker, was, on 
motion, adopted: 

“Be It Resolved, That the Woman’s Parochial and Missionary 
Society extends thanks to the Rector, Wardens, Vestry and Guilds of 
St. Luke’s Church for their splendid services, fine music, and last, but 
not least, their genial Hospitality, which have made the Third Annual 
Convention such a success.” 

The Minutes of the day’s Session were then read and approved. 

The meeting then adjourned.

IN THE DIOCESE OF MONTANA 


CONSTITUTION 


Article I. The Diocese of Montana, as a constituent part of the 
body known as the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America, accedes to, recognizes and adopts the General Constitu- 
tion and Canons of the Church, and acknowledges its authority 
accordingly. 


Article Il. There shall be a Convention of the Diocese on the 
third Sunday of June in each year, at such place as shall be appointed 
by the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act or of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. The Bishop and Standing 
Committee shall have power to change the time and place of the 
meeting of the Convention. 


Article III. The Bishop may call Special Conventions when he 
shall judge it conducive to the good of the Church. In case of his 
inability to do so, or if there shall be a vacancy in the Episcopate, the 
Standing Committee shall have the power to call a Special Conven- 
tion; sttch call to be made by a circular letter to all the Clergy, Par- 
ishes and Organized Missions, issued at least thirty days before the 
day appointed for the Special Convention, stating the business for 
which the Convention is called; and no other business than that for 
which it is called shall be transacted by a Special Convention without 
unanimous consent. 


Article IV. 1. The Convention shall be composed of Clergy- 
men and Laymen. Every Clergyman, personally and canonically res- 
ident in the Diocese, shall be entitled to a seat and vote in the Con- 
vention; provided, however, that no Clergyman shall be entitled to 
vote for a Bishop, unless he shall have been actually and canonically 
a resident of the Diocese at least six months prior to the Election. 


2. The Lay members shall consist of male Delegates, not exceed- 
ing five from each Parish, and three from each Organized Mission, 
and three from each Parochial Mission, in union with the Convention. 
The Lay Delegates from each Parish shall be chosen by the Vestry 
thereof, and the Lay Delegates from each Organized Mission shall 
be chosen by the Vestry Committee thereof, and the Lay Delegates 
from each Parochial Mission, by the Authority in charge thereof. Lay 
Delegates, a majority of whom shall be Communicants, shall be at 
least twenty-one years of age, stated worshippers in the Parish or 
Mission which they represent, and, if representing a Parish, they shall 
be qualified Electors of the same. 
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3. All officers of the Convention and all members of the Boards 
and Committees elected by the Convention, when not Delegates to 
the same, shall be entitled ex-officio to seats in the Convention, and 
with the approval of the President, shall have the right to speak on 
the subjects pertaining to their respective offices, but without the 
right to vote. 


Article V. Every Convention shall be opened with the Prayers 
of the Church. On the first morning of the Convention there shal! 
be a Sermon, Address or Charge by the Bishop, or a Sermon by some 
Presbyter appointed by him, and there shall always be a Celebration 
of the Holy Communion. 


Article VI. 1. The Bishop shall be the President of any Conven- 
tion, but if there be no Bishop, or if he be absent or unable to act, 
the members shall elect a President from among the Presbyters. 

2. At every Annual Convention a Secretary shall be chosen from 
among the Clerical members, who shall remain in office until his suc- 
cessor be elected. His duties shall be to take minutes and record all 
proceedings of the Convention, to attest its public acts, preserve its 
records, give notice of the times and places of all Annual and Special 
Conventions, and faithfully deliver to his successor all books and 
papers relative and belonging to the Convention which may be in his 
possession. ve 

3. A Treasurer shall be chosen by the Convention, to hold office 
until his successor shall be elected at an Annual Convention. His 
duties shall be those commonly pertaining to the office, and he shall 
make a report to each Annual Convention. In case of vacancy in the 
office of Secretary or Treasurer, the place shall be filled by appoint- 
ment of the Ecclesiastical Authority. 

4. A Registrar shall be chosen by the Convention, to hold office ~ 
until his successor shall be elected. 


Article VII. 1. One-third of all the Clergy entitled to Seats in 
the Convention, and Representatives from not less than three Par- 
ishes or Organized Missions, shall constitute a quorum to do business; 
but a less number may adjourn from time to time. 

2. The Clerical and Lay members of the Convention shall sit 
and deliberate in one body; and every question, unless it be otherwise 
provided in this Constitution, shall be decided by a majority of the 
members present; provided, however, that in voting on proposed 
Amendments to the Constitution or Canons, and in any other case 
when requested by five members, the vote shall be taken by Orders, 
and a concurrence of the two Orders shall determine the vote of 
the Convention; provided, also, that in voting by Orders, each Parish 
or Mission shall be entitled to but one vote. 


Article VIII. The election of a Bishop shall be only at an Annual 
Convention, or at a Special Convention duly called for that purpose. 
Nominations may be made in open Convention; but after nominations 
are closed, the two Orders shall separate, and each Order shall elect its 
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own Chairman and Secretary. The Clergy shall then choose by ballot 
some fit and qualified person for the office of Bishop, and shall com- 
municate their choice to the President of the Convention and to the 
Lay Delegates. The Lay Delegates shall thereupon vote by ballot 
upon the approval of the choice thus made by the Clergy, and shall 
communicate the result of this vote to’the President of the Con- 
vention. The President shall then reassemble the Convention and 
declare the result of the votes, and if the person chosen by the Clergy 
shall have been approved by the Lay Delegates, he. shall be declared 
to be duly elected. 

The Election of a Bishop shall be determined by a majority in 
each Order; provided, however, that if less than two-thirds of all the 
Clergy entitled to vote be present, two-thirds of the votes in each 
Order shall be necessary to determine the Election. 


Article IX. The Convention shall elect annually a Standing Com- 
mittee, to consist of three Presbyters and threé Laymen, Communi- 
cants of the Church, who shall continue in office until their successors 
are elected, and shall have the power to fill any vacancy occurring in 
their body. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or when the 
Bishop is incapable of acting, the Standing Committee shall constitute 
the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, for all purposes declared 
in the Constitution and Canons. - The said Presbyters must be entitled 
to seats in the Convention, and the Laymen must be members of 
some Parish, Organized Mission or Parochial Mission in union with 
the Convention. The Committee shall at its first meeting choose 
one of its Clerical members for President, and one of its members 
for Secretary. Any four members (the whole having been sum- 
moned) shall make a quorum, unless in any case their own rules 
require a larger number; and they shall make Rules of meetings and 
business as they see fit. 


Article X. Deputies from this Diocese to the General Conven- 
tion shall be elected at the Annual Convention next preceding any 
stated General Convention; and the Deputies thus elected shall con- 
tinue in office for three years. An equal number of Supplemental 
Deputies shall also be appointed in the same manner; from whom, 
in the order of priority of election, the Bishop shall fill vacancies 
which may occur among the Deputies before or during the sessions 
of the General Convention. 


Article XI. Phe Election of all Officers provided for in this Con- 
stitution shall be by ballot; provided, however, that by unanimous 
consent, when only one person shall have been placed in nomination, 
the ballot may be dispensed with. 


Article XII, This Constitution shall, not be altered or amended 
in any Article unless the Amendment shall have been proposed and 
approved at an Annual Convention, published at large in its Journal, 
and adopted at the next Annual Convention by a two-thirds vote of 
all the members present. | . yi 
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CANONS 


CANON I. 
Of Clergymen Entitled to Seats. 


Immediately before the meeting of any Convention of this Dio- 
cese, the Bishop shall deliver to the Secretary a List of all the Clergy 
canonically and personally resident in the Diocese, and entitled to 
seats in the Convention, together with the names of their respective 
cures, Parishes or stations, or places of residence. This List shall 
determine the right of any Clergyman to a seat in the Convention, 
subject, however, to correction by the Convention, in accordance with © 
the Constitution and Canons. 


CANON II. 
Of Lay Delegates. 


The Vestry of each Parish, or the Vestry Committee of each 
Organized and Parochial Mission, at a meeting duly convened, may 
elect Lay Delegates to represent such Parish or Mission in the Con- 
vention, according to Article III. of the Constitution. The appoint- 
ment of Lay Delegates shall be certified in writing by the Chairman 
of the meeting at which they are elected, and attested by the Clerk of | 
the Vestry or the Secretary of the Vestry Committee, and the Certifi- 
cate shall state that the Delegate or Delegates therein named are duly 
qualified according to the provisions of Article IV. of the Constitu- 
tion. The form of such Certificate may be prescribed by the Con- 
‘vention, and when so prescribed no other Certificate of the Appoint- 
ment of Lay Delegates to the Convention shall be allowed or received. 
The Certificates shall be in duplicate, and one copy forwarded to the 
Secretary of the Convention, the other given to one of the Lay Dele- 
gates. A copy of this Canon and of the above cited Section of the 
Constitution, shall be sent to every Parish and Mission in the Dio- 
cese, along with the notice of the meeting of the Convention. 


CANON III. 
Of the Organization of the Convention. 


1. On the second day, after Morning Prayer, the Convention 
shall ‘be called to order for business by the Bishop, if he be, present, 
if not, by the senior Presbyter present. 
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2. The Secretary shall call the Roll of the Clergy according to 
the List furnished him-by the Bishop. He shall then call the names of 
the Parishes and Missions entitled to representation, when Lay Dele- 
gates shall present their Certificates. These shall be referred to a 
Committee on Credentials to be appointed by the Presiding Officer, and 
this Committee shall report without delay all regular Certificates, 
others being temporarily laid aside. The Secretary shall then call 
the names of the Delegates whose Certificates are thus found regular. 


3. If a constitutional quorum be present, the Presiding Officer 
shall declare the Convention open for business, and if the Bishop be 
not present the first business shall be the election of a President, 
according to Article VI. of the Constitution. A President having been 
elected, he shall take the chair immediately. 


4. Irregular and defective Certificates of Election of Lay Dele- 
gates, which were referred to the Committee on Credentials, shall 
now be reported, together with any evidence regarding contested 
seats, and the Convention shall decide as to the admission of Dele- 
gates named in such Certificates, and shall decide all contests. 


5. Then shall follow the election of a Secretary, and also of a 
Treasurer and Registrar, if it be necessary. (See Article VI. of the 
- Constitution. ) 

6. Further order of business shall be as provided in the Rules of 
Order. The Rules of Order of the last preceding Annual Convention 
shall be the Rules of Order until they are changed by a vote of a 
majority of the Convention. 


CANON IV. 
Of the Officers of the Convention. 


1. The President, as a member of the Convention, is entitled to 
the same privileges of membership that are accorded to every other 
member. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to notify each Clergyman, 
or, in case of vacancy, the Vestry or Vestry Committee, in the Dio- 
-cese, thirty days before the time appointed for the meeting of any 
Convention, of the time and place of such meeting, sending to the 
proper officers blanks for Parish Reports and for Certificates of Lay 
Delegates. He shall prepare the Journal of Convention and procure 
its publication. He shall send annually a copy of the Journal to the 
Secretary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, and to the 
Secretary of each Diocesan Convention, and he shall request of the 
latter copies of the Journals of their respective Dioceses in exchange. 
He shall send to each General Convention a Certificate of the Elec- 
tion of Clerical and Lay Deputies, in accordance with Canon 46, Art. 
I, Sec. 2, of Canons of the General Convention. 


3. The Treasurer shall receive and disburse all the.funds of the 
Convention, as shall be ordered by the Convention. He shall deliver 
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to his successor in office, all moneys, vouchers and records in his 
possession which may relate:or belong to his: office, and he shall give 
a bond for the faithful performance of his duties, in an amount which 
shall be fixed from time to time by the Standing Committee. 


4. It.shall be the duty of the Registrar to secure historical intor-. 
imation pertaining to the work of the Church in the Diocese of Mon- 
tana, and preserve all records pertaining thereto. 


CANON V. 
Of the Organization and Constitution of Parishes. 


Any number of adult male Communicants of the Church, not less 
than six, residing in this Diocese, may, with the consent of the 
Bishop, organize themselves into a Parish, as follows: i 


t.. Notice shall first be given to the Bishop of their intention, in 
a written ‘communication, setting forth the facts as above stated, and 
signed by the persons who thus desire to organize. This notice shall 
also contain such other information as may be necessary to enable 
the Bishop to judge of the propriety and feasibility of the proposed 
organization. A Certificate from the Bishop of his approval and con- 
sent will be essential for further proceeding. 


2. The consent of the Bishop. having been. received, notice shall 
be given on ‘some occasion of Public Worship, at least two weeks 
prior to the time appointed for the meeting, that persons belonging to 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, or desirous of becoming members 
of the same, will meet at a time and place specified, for the purpose of 
organizing a Parish, adopting the prescribed Constitution of the 
Parish, and electing the requisite number of Wardens and Vestrymen. 
This notice shall be given by the Clergyman in charge, if there be 
one, if not, by some other Clergyman, invited to hold service and 
give the-notice, and also to preside at the meeting, thereby pe 
for Oreanizsucn, 


3. At the time of. the meeting the aforesaid Clergyman shall pre- 
side, a Secretary shall be appointed, and a book provided for the Min- 
utes,.in which the first record shall be a list of the persons attending 
the meeting and who are qualified to vote, and then a record of all 
actions had, and a copy of all papers pertaining to the association and | 
organization. 

4. Each Parish admitted into union with this Convention. shall 
accede to, recognize and adopt the following Constitution of Parishes:

Section 1. The affairs of the Parish shall be conducted by a 
Vestry, consisting of the Rector, if there be one, two (2) Wardens, 
and (not less than three or more than ten) Vestrymen. 

Sec. 2. The Rector, if there be one, shall be ex-officio member of 
the Vestry and President thereof, with right to vote, and in case of 4 
tie, to give the casting vote. 

Sec. 3. The Wardens shall be designated as Senior Warden and 
Junior Warden, respectively. They shall be Communicants and SNe 
fied Electors cE the Parish. 

Sec. 4. The Vestrymen shall be qualified Electors of the Parish. 

Sec. 5. At all meetings of the Vestry or Parish, the Rector shall 
preside; if there be none, or if he be absent, the Senior Warden, or in 
the case of his absence, the Junior Warden, shall preside. If all three 
be absent the meeting shall elect a Presiding Officer. 

Sec. 6. The Vestry of the Parish shall, at the first meeting after 
the annual election, choose by ballot, a Clerk and a Treasurer, whose 
duties shall be those usually pertaining to such offices. 

Sec. 7. The members of the Vestry shall continue in office until 
their successors are duly elected and qualified, and shall be considered 
Trustees of the Parish in accordance with the laws of this State for 
the Incorporation of Religious Societies. 


PSEC min aren hE O Ro: 


Section 1. All adult males, members of the Church by’ Baptism, 
who have been connected with the Parish for at least three months 
before any Parish meeting, and all adult males who have for at least 
six months prior to any Parish meeting contributed to the expenses of 
the Parish in the manner adopted and practiced by such Parish, 
shall be qualified Electors of such Parish meeting. 

Sec. 2. At any Parish meeting, the Presiding Officer, with two 
Tellers—one appointed by him and one chosen by the meeting—shall 
determine the qualifications of any person offering to vote. 


ARTICLE Vi tANNUAL ELECTIONS. 


The qualified electors of the Parish shall meet annually on Mon- 
day of Easter week, and elect two Wardens and........ Vestrymen, in 
accordance with Article III., Sections 1, 3 and 4, of this Constitution, 
who shall continue in office during one year, or until their-successors 
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are elected and qualified. Provided, however, that it may be lawful: 
for any Parish to provide by its By-Laws for the division of its Ves- 
trymen into classes, who may hold office for a longer period than one 
year, one of such classes being elected each year. 


ARTICEE Vio VESTRY Ver Tir Gs: 


Section I. Regular meetings of the Vestry shall be held at least 
once in three months. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be held at such times as the Rector 
or any two of the members may desire, after at least three days’ 
motice. . 

ARTECIE  VIT. VACANETES. 


Section 1. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the office of Rector, 
such vacancy shall be filled by election of the Vestry, subject to the 
approval of the Bishop. : 

Séc. 2. The Vestrymen may fill vacancies occurring in their own 
number. 


ARTICLE Vill): BY. AW a: 


The Vestry may adopt such By-Laws as shall be necessary for 
the transaction of business, not inconsistent with the provisions of the 
Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, and of the Diocese of Montana, and of this 
Constitution. 


ARTICLE IX. ALTERATIONS OF CONSPTEUPIOR: 


Alterations, amendments and additions to this Constitution may, 
at any time, be made by the Annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Montana.” 


5. Upon the adoption of this Constitution the meeting shall pro- 
ceed to elect one Senior Warden, one Junior Warden and such number 
of Vestrymen as the Constitution adopted shall-specify. The Rector 
of the Parish shall be elected by the Vestry at the first meeting after 
the organization is complete. 

6. The meeting shall then, by resolution, instruct the Vestry to 
prepare and file Articles of Incorporation under the laws of the State 
of Montana, and to adopt a seal; also to make application at the next 
succeeding Annual Convention of the Diocese of Montana for admis- 
sion thereto. 

7. The Minutes of Proceedings of this meeting’ signed by the 
President and attested by the Secretary, shall be preserved in the 
records of the Parish. A transcript of the same, signed and attested 
in the same manner, shall immediately be sent to the Bishop, and if he 
approves, he shall thereupon certify that the Organization is complete, 
which. Certificate shall also be preserved with the Records of Organi- 
gation. 

8. In.case application shall be made for the formation of a new 
Parish within the limits of an existing Parish or Parishes, the Rector

and Vestry of such Parish or Parishes shall be notified of such appli- 
cation by the Standing Committee; and the matter shall then be 
determined according to the provisions of Séction 1; Canon 3, Title 
III. of the Digest. 

g. Any Parish constituted under this Canon may by vote of the 
Convention, at an Annual Meeting, be admitted to union therewith, 
on.making application by a duly authorized Delegate, whose authority 
shall be attested by the Clerk of the Vestry. 

10. The Convention may, by general Canon, or by vote on a special 
case, assign territorial limits to Parishes; but in case no such limits 
shall have been assigned, the limits of a Parish shall be those of a 
city or town in which the Church stands. No Parish or Mission shall 
be formed within the limits of an existing Parish without the consent 
first given of the Rector and Vestry of such Parish; and the same 
rule shall apply in case of a change of site of any existing Church, 
Chapel or Mission; provided, however, that in every case of consent 
withheld, the consent of the Bishop and Standing Committee, after 
notice to all parties interested, shall be sufficient. 


CANON VI. 
On Organized Missions. 


1. The Bishop shall have sole power to establish an Organized 
Mission, except in that case referred to in Canon V., Paragraph Io. 
when the consent of the Standing Committee becomes necessary. 
A Mission shall be considered an Organized Mission for all purposes 
mentioned in these Constitutions and Canons, when the Bishop shall 
have appointed a Vestry Committee of not less than three, and this 
Vestry Committee shall have perfected its organization by the elec- 
tion of officers. The Minister, if there be one, shall be appointed by 
the Bishop, and shall be ex-officio Chairman of the Vestry Committee. 
The Vestry Committee shall appoint a Secretary and a Treasurer from 
their own number, and if there be no Minister, they shall also elect a 
Chairman. 

2. A Mission organized within an existing Parish shall be called 
a Parochial Mission. 

3. A Mission may be admitted into union with the Convention, 
by vote at an Annual Meeting of the Convention on presenting a Cer- 
tificate from the Bishop of its establishment as an Organized or 
Parochial Mission in accordance with’ this Canon, and acceding to the 
Constitution and Canons, and making application for admission by a 
duly authorized Delegate, whose authority shall be attested by the 
Secretary of the Vestry Committee, or in the case of the Parochial 
Mission, by the Authority in charge thereof. 

4. All property of an Organized Mission shall be vested in “the 
-Trustees of the Diocese of Montana,’ who shall hold the same for the 
benefit of said Mission, until such time as it shall be duly organized as 
a Parish, when the said property may be transferred to the Parish 
Corporation. 
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CANON VII. 
On Reports of Parishes and Missions. 


1. In order to carry out the provisions of Title I., Canon 20, 
Sec. 1 of the. Digest, it is hereby required, that every Clerayiman-o7 
this Diocese shall keep a Register. of all the Baptisms, Marriages and 
Funerals solemnized by him, specifying the names of the persons 
baptized and their sponsors, of the parties married, and of the persons 
buried, and the time when each rite was performed. If the Clergyman 
be in charge of a Parish or Mission, he shall make these entries in a 
Parish Register; and he shall also enter therein the names of persons 
confirmed, and shall keep in said Register a list of the Communicants 
of the Parish or Mission. In case of the Clergyman’s removal, this 
Register shall be deposited with one of the Wardens, or with the 
Chairman of the Vestry Committee; and in such case the Wardens 
or the Chairman shall cause all needful entries to be made in the 
Register until the Parish or Mission shall be ‘again in charge of a 
Clergyman of the Church. 


2. Each Clergyman of this Diocese having charge of a Parish or ° 


Mission, or if a Parish or Organized Mission be vacant, the Wardens 
or the Chairman of the Vestry Committee shall present or cause to be 
delivered, om the first day of June, or as soon as possible thereafter, 
preceding every Annual Convention, to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, 
if there be no Bishop, to the President of the Convention, a State- 
ment and Report in the following form:

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3. No Name need be dropped from the Parish Register because 
the person is not reckoned a present Communicant for the purposes 
of the Annual Report. 


4. The items under this Report shall be for the year ending 
May 3Ist. 

5. The Clergyman, Wardens or Chairman shall further report all - 
other. matters that may throw light on the state’ of the Parish or 
Mission. 

6. Every other Clergyman not in charge of a Parish or Mission 
shall report the occasional services he may have performed; and if he 
shall have performed no such service, the cause or reasons which may 
have prevented the same. These Reports, or such parts of them as the 
Bishop may see fit, may be read in Convention, and shall be entered 
in the Convention Journal. 


7. Atevery Visitation the Rector, or the Wardens or Chairman, if 
the Parish or Mission be vacant, shall submit the Parish Register to 
the Bishop for his inspection. 


8. The basis of Financial Assessments laid by the Convention 
upon Parishes or Missions, unless otherwise specially ordered, shall 
be the amount reported for the preceding year for “Current Expenses, 
including Salaries,” being the first item in the Parish Report under 
“Expenditures, Parochial.” This shall be understood to mean all 
Salaries. and other Expenses as are constant and periodical, such 
as music, fuel, lights, sexton, etc. 


CANON VIII. 
On the Board of Missions. 


1. The Diocesan Board of Missions shall consist of the Bishop, 
five other Clergymen, the Treasurer of the Diocese and five other Lay- 
men, to be elected by the Convention annually, four of whom shall 
constitute a quorum. The object of the Board shall be the promotion 
and extension of the Missionary operations of the Church in the 
Diocese. 


2. A meeting shall be held for the organization of the Board and 
the arrangement of its work, immediately after the election of its 
members by the Convention. Other meetings may be called by the 
Chairman as desired. bee 


3. The Board shall have power to elect a Secretary or any other 
officer it may deem necessary, but the the Bishop shall be ex-officio 
Chairman, and the Treasurer of the Diocese shall be ex-officio Treas- 
urer. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Board shall elect 
one of its members as Chairman. The Board shall have power to 
qaake appeals to the Parishes and Missions for the raising of money 
for the support of its work, and to disburse the same as hereinafter 
provided. 
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4. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of all funds contributed 
or collected for Diocesan Missions, and“any other funds, for the care 
of which no other provision shall have been made. He shall pay out 
-these funds only on the order of the Board or the Bishop. 

5. An annual Report of all its proceedings shall be submitted to 
the Convention by the Secretary of the Board, with a detailed state- 
ment of its Receipts and Expenditures by the Treasurer. 

6. If at any time a demand shall arise for a subdivision of the 
Diocese into Missionary Convocations for the more effective admin- 
istration of the Church’s work, it shall be in the power of the Board 
to subdivide, and to make rules for the government of the several 
Convocations, the whole work being under the immediate supervision 
of the Board until the next annual meeting of the Convention. 


CANON IX. 
On Assessments and Offerings. 


1. The Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention shall be a 
Standing Committee on Assessments. It shall be their duty to levy 
upon each Parish and Organized Mission an Assessment sufficient to 
defray the regular and incidental expenses of the Convention, and to 
constitute what shall be known as the “Convention Fund.” 


2. It shall be their duty to levy upon each Parish and Mission 
a sum equal to fifty cents for each Communicant of such Parish or 
Mission for the Episcopate Fund of Montana. The Report of this 
Committee upon these Assessments shall be made before the final 
adjournment of each Annual Convention, and shall be published in the 
Journal. 

3. At least one Offering shall be taken in each Parish or Mission 
‘every year for each of the following purposes: For the Aged and 
Infirm Clergy Fund, recommended for Christmas Day; for General 
Missions, recommended for the Epiphany or Lenten Season; for 
Diocesan Missions, to be obligatory on the occasion of the Bishop’s 
official visit to each Parish or Mission. 


CANON X. 
Of the Trustees of the Episcopate Fund of Montana. 


1. There shall be five Trustees appointed by the Convention, ‘to 
whom the management and care of the Fund for the support of the 
Episcopate in this Diocese shall be entrusted. This Board of Trustees 
shall consist of two Clergyman and three Laymen, one of whom shall 
be elected at each Annual Convention. 

Such Trustees shall hold office for the term of five years each, and 
until their successors shall be duly elected. 
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2. Said Board of Trustees of the Episcopate Fund of Montana 
shall become a body ‘corporate under the laws of the State of Mon- 
atana, for the purpose herein: specified, and until such Corporation is 
created, the duties, obligations and’ liabilities herein imposed, and the 
rights and. privileges granted to the Board of Trustees of the Epis- 
copate Fund shall be imposed upon and enjoyed by the Corporation 
heretofore organized under authority of the Missionary District of 
Montana, and known as the Trustees of the Episcopate Fund of Mon- 
tana. All of the provisions of these Canons shall apply to the said 
Pe paeaion and its members with the same force and effect as it it 
had. been, ‘created ‘by ;the Convention, 


3. It shall be the duty of said Trustees to take, told: and wae 
ister all funds and other property which may be entructen to them for 
the Endowment of the Episcopate of Montana, and to invest the same 
as safely and securely as their judgment shall determine. 


4. They shall remit before the first days of January, April, July 
and October in each year, the sums received by them as income of 
said Endowment Fund, to the Treasurer of ‘the Diocese, and the re- 
ceipt of said Treasurer shall be a proper Voucher for, said Wrustees 
in rendering their Annual Report to the Convention of the Diocese. 


. 5. A statement of the proceedings of said Trustees, exhibiting the 
condition of the Fund hereby entrusted to their charge, together with 
the items of Receipts and Disbursements, with the Vouchers thereof, 
shall be submitted to each Annual Cotivention. 


CANON XI. 
On Salaries. 


The salary of the Bishop shall be determined by the Convention, 
and shall be paid quarterly by the Treasurer of the Diocese, on the 
first days of January, April, July and October in each year; and the 
Bishop shall have the use of the Episcopal residence. 


CANON XII. 
On the Trustees of the Diocese of Montana. 


1. There shall be a Board of Trustees, to be called the Trustees 
of the Diocese of Montana, to consist of five members, of whom the 
Bishop of. this Diocese shall be, ex-officio, one. Of the remaining 
members, two shall be Clergymen, and two Laymen, all personally and 
canonically resident within the Diocese. One of said Trustees shall 
be elected at each Annual Convention of this Diocese, whose term of 
office shall begin on the first day of July succeeding his election, 
and shall continue for four years, and until his successor is duly 
elected. In case of a vacancy occurring during the period intervening 
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between two Annual Conventions, such vacancy shall be filled by 
election of the remaining Trustees, until the vacancy shall be filled by 
the action of the Annual Convention. The removal of any Trustee 
from the Diocese shall, ipso facto, vacate his office as Trustee. 


2. “The Board of Trustees of the Diocese of Montana” shall be 
a body corporate under the laws of the State of Montana, for the pur- 
pose of taking and holding in trust and administering any property, 
real and personal, given or acquired for objects connected with the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Montana, other than 
that held by Parochial and other Corporations duly organized. Pro- 
vided, however, that until such Corporation is created, the duties, obli- 
gations and liabilities herein imposed, and the rights and privileges 
hereby granted to the Board of Trustees of the Diocese of Montana, 
shall be imposed upon and enjoyed by the Corporation heretofore 
organized under the authority of the Missionary District of Montana, 
known as the Trustees of the Diocese of Montana, and all the pro- 
visions of these Canons shall apply to the said Corporation and its 
members with the same force and effect as if it had been created by 
this Convention. Such property shall be held by said Corporation 
solely for the purpose designated, and an annual Report shall be made 
to the convention as to the amount and condition of the property in 
its hands. 


3. The Bishop shall be President of the Corporation and a 
Treasurer shall be appointed by its members, whose duty it shall be 
under the direction of said Corporation, to receive and pay out all 
money, and to take charge of all deeds and papers which may be 
entrusted to said Corporation for the use and benefit of said Church, 
and to keep its books, accounts and records; and who shall give such 
security for the faithful performance of his duty as may be required 
by the Corporation. 


4. The Corporation shall conform to such instructions as may, 
from time to time, be given by the Convention of the Diocese. The 
Corporation shall have no power to convey the title of any property 
held in trust by them, except by permission of the Convention of the 
Diocese aforesaid; provided, however, that this restriction shall not 
apply to properties derived from specific legacies, unless in the case of 
Church grounds and buildings, or to property acquired by the Corpo- . 
ration as an investment. 


5. Any Organized Parish may, of its own election, transfer the 
title to any property in its possession to this Corporation, to be held in 
trust for the purpose of its designation, and to be re-transferred at the 
request of such Parish, and by the consent of the Convention. 


6. The Trustees of the Diocese of Montana shall be the cus- 
todians of the Missionary Endowment Fund of Montana, and shall 
pay any sums received as income of said Fund to the Treasurer of the 
Board of Missions quarterly in each year, before the first days of 
January, April, July and October, 
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CANON XIII. 
Of the Records of the Standing Committee. 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Standing Committee to 
keep.a Journal of its proceedings, which shall be subject to the inspec- 
tion of the Convention, and.to prepare an Abstract of the Journal each 
year, under the direction of the Committee, and present the same to 
the Annual Convention. The Abstract shall specify the time and place 
of each meeting of the Committee during the year; the names of those 
present; the names of those recommended to the Bishop; to’ be 
admitted Candidates for Holy Orders, or to be ordained Deacons or 
Priests; and the substance of all other matters which shall have been 
brought before them, and such Abstract shall be entered on the ROE 
nals of the Convention, and published therewith. 


CANON XIV. 
On Attending the Meetings of the Convention. 


The regular attendance of the Clergy and the Lay Delegates at the 
meetings of the Convention is of essential consequence to the interests 
of the Church. Therefore, such attendance is hereby enjoined upon 
them as a duty. And no member of this Convention shall leave the 
same during its sessions without having applied for and received leave 
of absence. 


CANON XV. 


Of Proceedings in Case a Clergyman Be Accused, by Public Rumor 
or Otherwise, of Offenses for Which He May Be Tried. | 


1. Whenever a Clergyman of this Diocese shall become liable to 
Presentment and Trial under the provisions of any Canon of the Gen- 
eral or Diocesan Convention, the Presentment shall be im writing, 
addressed to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offenses of 
which the accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty 
as: to time, place and circumstance. Such Presentment may be made 
‘by the majority of the Vestry of any Parish of which the accused may 
be Minister, or by any five members of a Mission of which he may 
have charge, or by any three Presbyters: of this: Diocese -entitieq.10 
seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter mentioned. 


2. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop shall 
have. reason to believe that any Clergyman is under imputation of 
having been guilty of any offense or misconduct, for which he is 
liable to be tried, and that the interests of the Church require an 
investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, of whom 
‘three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case—a majority of 
whom’ shall make such examination; and if there is, in their opinion, 
‘sufficient: ground for Presentment, they shall present the Clergyman 
accordingly. 
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3.. Any Priest or Deacon of the Diocese may, for himself, request 
of the Bishop the inquiry provided for in this Canon, in which case it 
shall be instituted and shall proceed in accordance. with the above: 
requirements. 


CANON XVI. 
On the Trial of a Clergyman. 


1. A Presentment being made in any of the modes above de- 
scribed, if the facts charged shall not appear to the Bishop to be such 
as to constitute an offense, he may dismiss it; or if it allege facts, 
some of which do, and some of which do not constitute an offense, he 
may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or he may permit it to be 
amended. When it shall be allowed in whole or in part, the Bishop 
shall cause a copy of it to be served on the accused, and shall nomi- 
nate nine Presbyters of this Diocese, entitled to seats in the Conven- 
tion, and not being parties to the Presentment, and cause a list of their 
names to be served on the accused, who shall, within thirty days after 
such service, select five of them, and notify their names to the Bishop 
in writing; and if he shall not so notify the Bishop within thirty days, 
the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so elected shall form a 
Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such time and 
place as the Bishop shall direct. They shall choose a President from 
their own number, and a Secretary, either of their own number or 
otherwise, as they shall see fit. They shall have power to adjourn 
from time to time and from place to place (but always within this 
Diocese). 

2. At least thirty days before their first meeting, a written notice 
of the time and place of such meeting shall be served on the accused, 
and also on one of the persons making the Presentment. 


3. If at the time appointed for the first meeting of the Board of 
Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then those who 
(to attend may adjourn from time to time; and if after one adjourn- 
ment or more it shall appear to them improbable that the whole num- 
ber will attend within a reasonable time, then those who do attend, 
being not less than three, shall constitute the Board, and proceed to 
the trial, and a majority of them shall decide all questions. 


4. If a Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the facts 
alleged in the Presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop to pro- 
ceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them before the ap- 
pointment of a Board for his trial, as before mentioned, he shall be 
considered as denying them. 


5. If a Clergyman presented, after having due notice, shall not 
appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for his trial, except 
for some reasonable cause, to be allowed by the Board, they shall pro- 
nounce him in contumacy, and thereupon the Bishop shall suspend 
him from the functions of the Ministry. And if he shall not appear 
within six months, the Bishop shall proceed to depose him from the 
Ministry of the Church. . 
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6. When the Board shall proceed to the trial, they shall hear 
such evidence as shall be produced; which evidence shall be reduced 
to writing and signed by the witnesses respectively; and some officer 
authorized by law to administer oaths may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses, that they will testify to the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the Presentment. If on 
or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of the charges 
as stated in the Presentment, the Board may dispense with further 
hearing of evidence, and may proceed at once to state their opinion 
to the.Bishop as to the Sentence that ought to be pronounced. 


7. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, and it be- 
ing made to appear satisfactorily to him, that any witness, whose evi- 
dence it is supposed will be material, cannot be brought to the place 
of trial, the Bishop may appoint a Commissary to take the testimony 
of such witnesses. Such Commissary may be either a Clergyman or 
a Layman, and the party so applying shall give to the other at least 
six days’ notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. And if 
the person on whom the notice shall be served shall reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an additional day’s notice 
shall be given for every twenty miles of said distance. And both par- 
ties may attend and examine the witness; and the questions and 
answers shall be reduced to writing and signed by the witness, and 
shall be certified by the Commissary and enclosed under his seal and 
transmitted to the Board, and shall be received by them as evidence. 
A witness examined before such Commissary may be sworn or 
affirmed in the manner aforesaid. 


8. The Board, having deliberately considered the evidence, shall 
declare in writing, signed by them, or a majority of them, their de- 
cision on the charges contained in the Presentment, distinctly stating 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of such charges, respect- 
ively, and also stating the Sentence which in their opinion should be 
pronounced; and a copy of such decision shall without delay be com-: 
municated to the accused; and the original decision, together with 
evidence, shall be delivered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such 
Canonical Sentence as shall appear to him to be proper; provided, how- 
ever, that the Sentence shall not exceed in severity that recommended 
by the Board; and such Sentence shall be final. 


9. Before pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop shall summon 
the accused and any three or more of the Clergy, to meet him at such 
time as may in his opinion be most convenient, in some Church to be 
designated by him, which shall for that purpose be opened at the time 
to all persons who may choose to attend, and the Sentence shall then 
and there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, if 
he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new trial to 
the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall be ap- 
pointed, the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as before 
mentioned. 
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‘to. All notices and papers contemplated in this:-Canon may be 
served by a summoner or summoners to be appointed for the purpose 
by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be evidence 
thereof.» In case of service by any other person, the fact shall be 
proved by the affidavit of:such person. A written notice or a paper 
delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall be 
deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper; provided, however, 
that the service, if not personal, shall be a notice of at least sixty 
days. 


11. The accused may have the privilege of appearing by counsel. 
In case the accused shall exercise this privilege, and not otherwise, 
those who present shall be entitled to like privilege. Such counsel 
shall in all cases be members of the Protestant Episcopal Church.’ 


12, The Record ofall proceedings upon a Presentment of a Cler- 
gyman shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for that 
purpose shall, after final decision, be delivered to their Secretary. 


13. Any charge under this Canon must be presented to the proper 
authority within three years from the date of the alleged offenses; but 
when proceedings are brought in respect of an offense for which a 
conviction has been obtained in any court of law, such charge may be 
brought against the person convicted at any time within six calendar 
months after such conviction, although more than three years shall 
have elapsed since the commission of the offense. 


14. The necessary expenses accruing in the trial of a Clergyman. 
except his own, shall be paid by the Treasurer of the Diocese, upon 
the order of the Bishop. The necessary expenses of the accused may 
be provided for in the same manner, by his request and the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Presbyters. 


CANON XVII. 
Of the Auditing Committee. 


1. There shall be an Auditing Committee of three, to be ap- 
pointed by the Bishop at each Annual Convention, and to hold office 
until their successors are appointed. 


2. It shall be the duty of all Trustees having charge of Church 
Funds to exhibit to the Auditing Committee a detailed list of all 
bonds, stocks, notes, mortgages and other securities, together with the 
original documents representing such securities, and also a certified 
statement from the cashier or president of any bank in which funds are 
deposited, showing the amounts and conditions of all funds, for the 
fiscal year ending May 31st in each year. 


3. It shall be the duty of the Auditing Committee to examine the 
Reports submitted by the several Trustees, and to examine and certify 
ithat the securities and collaterals reported are in their hands, and the 
balance of cash on hand; and to recommend any advisable changes in 
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RULES OF ORDER

g. Miscellaneous and Unfinished Business. 
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Rule II. If the Convention shall sit more than two days, om the 
third and any subsequent day, after Morning Prayer, the Order of 
Business shall be as follows: 


1. Reading, Correction and Approval of the Minutes. 
2. Receiving Certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 
3. Calling the names of members not present before. 

Disposal of the Unfinished Business of the Convention in the 


Srder: prescribed in Rule I.; the Business, if any, which was under 
consideration at the time of adjourning, to be first disposed of. 


Rule III. No Motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded; 
and when seconded, it shall be stated by the President before being 
voted on; and every motion, when required, must be reduced to 
writing. | 


Rule 1V. If the question in debate contains several distinct prop- 
ositions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, and 
a vote taken separately; except that a motion to strike out and insert 
shall be indivisible. 


Rule V. When a question is under consideration no motion shall 
be received unless to lay it upon the table, to postpone indefinitely, 
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to postpone it toa certain time, to commit it, to amend it or to divide; 
and motions for any of these purposes shall have precedence in the 
order herein named. 


Rule VI. A Motion to lay upon the table shall be decided without 
debate. ae A at og aa : Se 


Rule VII. A Motion to adjourn shall always be in order when 
no member is speaking; and if unqualified, shall be decided without 
debate. 


Rule VIII. The mover may withdraw a motion at any time be- 
fore decision or amendment, with the consent of the Convention; in 
which case it shall not be entered upon the Minutes. 


Rule IX. When a Vote upon any question is taken. by Orders, it 
shall be done by calling the Roll of Clerical members, and the Roll of 
Parishes and Missions represented by Lay members; and all votes by 
Orders shall be entered upon the Minutes. | 


Rule X. A question being once determined shall stand as the 
judgment of the Convention, and shall not again be drawn into debate 
during the session, unless with the consent of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present, upon a motion to reconsider made by one of the majority 
on the first decision. 


Rule XI. All Committees shall be appointed by the President. 
unless otherwise ordered. 


Rule XII. The Reports of all Committees shall be in writing, 
and shall be received, of course, without motion; they shall be en- 
tered upon the Minutes unless otherwise ordered. If recommending 
or requiring any action or expression of opinion by the Convention, 
they shall be accompanied by one or more Resolutions for its con- 
sideration. 


Rule XIII. No Standing Rule or Order shall be suspended, 
changed or rescinded, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present. ; 


Rule XIV. All questions of order shall be decided by the Pres- 
ident, subject to appeal to the Convention. 


Rule Dene Sere the- final adjournment of the Convention, he 
Minutes of the last day’s Proceedings shall be read, corrected and 
approved. 


Rule XVI. Upon all questions arising in Convention, not cov- 
ered by these rules, the Rules of Order of the House of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies of the General Convention shall govern.
